It is not cefinitely known from which of the many illustrious lines of the family in England the 
first emigrants of the name to America were descemied, tut it is generally believed that all of the 
Weeks cel aa were of common ancestry at a remote period. 


One of the first of the name to emigrate to Anerica was John Weeks of Middlesex, England, who is 
said to have come to Plymouth, Mase, in 1635 and to have removed snortly after that time to Portszouth, 
New Hampshire, and then to Warwick. BHyhis wife Mary he Was the fatner of Ann, John, Mary, andizaveti. 


One Francis Weeks came from England to Salen, -Mass., in 1635 and removed shortly to Dorchester 
and thence to Providence, R. I., finally making his home on Long Island, N. Y. By his wife ts gas ~Ssth 
Luther he had issue of George, Joseph, John, Samuel, Thomas, James, Daniel, Elizabeth, and Anr. 


In 1636 one George Weeks, who is said by some authorities to have been descended from Roger skes 
| of Devonshire, England, came to Dorchester, Mass. By his wife Jane Clap he is said to have been tie 
father of Thomas (remained in England), William, Jane, Ammiel, Joseph, and possibly others as well. 


Thomas Weeks, whose date of emigration is not certain, Was one of the original settlers of Stan~ 
' ford, in 1641, and removed to Oyster Bay, L. I., sometime before 1654. He is said to have been ths 
' father of Thomas, John, Rebecca, Martha, Elizabeth, Mary, and Sarah. It is thought probably that «he 
last three emigrants mentioned, Francis, George, and Thomas were brothers, but this is not certain, 


The before mentioned Leonard Weeks, probable descendant of the Somersetsnire, England, line of 
the family, emigrated about 1550 to Portsmouth, N. H. Im 1667 he married Mary Haines by whom he wes 
the father of John, Samuel, Joseph, Josima, Wary, Jonathan, Margaret, and Sarah. He is also said tc 
have had a second wife named Elizabeth, possibly, as one authority says, Elizabeth Haines.

s It is rather strange that a record is to be had of their oldest child, Davic %. Weeks, while 
mo record is to be found of the other children except their names. On an old tombstone in Bethlehem 
Cemetery near Ackerman, Mississippi, appears the above inscription; also, a tombstone of Elizabeth, 
his wife. The other children were Hiram, Emma, Solomon, Louisa, James, and William. There seems 
to be no record of their birth or death dates, nor tne orcer of their births. 


James Elmichaelfonso Weeks and Isabelle Sharp-Yeeks, moved to Georgia and later on to Alabama, 
Devid and, perhaps, some of the other boys were in the Indian War in 1813 or 1814. Soon after the 
Indian War the family moved to Mctuinn County, Tennessee where they lived until 1830; then moved to 
Yazoo County, Mississippi, living there a year or so, and then moved to Bevils Hill, Winston County, 
Miss. where they spent one year. They then moved to Choctaw County, Liississippi about 1632 or 1833 
where their descendants now live. In this settlement they; were pioneers, and many surrounding 
counties are today thickly sopulated with the descendants of the family.
